He had been strick- 
en at a very early hour and did 
not regain consciousness, passing 
away at 11:30 o’clock that same 
morning. 

Charles O. McCullough was 
born at Waterford, Ontario, Octo- 
ber 3, 1862, and came to Mich- 
igan with his parents when a 
boy of fourteen years. 

His father was a shoemaker by 
trade and Mr. McCullough be- 
came interested in that. work at 
a very early age. It was at the 
tender age of 12 years, that he 
é first established himself in that 
Ky business by constructing his first 
a shoe. After that time he devoted 
his time to assisting hjs father in 
his shop, first in Canada, later in 
Bay City, and finally here in 
Grayling, where they set up a 
shop’ where the hotel Annex 
now stands. The lumber industry 
was at its height in those days

Mr. Bilitzke was prosecuting 
attorney of Otsego county during 
1927, 1928, 1929 and 1930. In 
January, 1931, he was appointed 
assistant Attorney General of 
Michigan, by Paul W. Voorhies, 
attorney general. As assistant 
attorney general he had charge 
of all criminal appeals in the 
Supreme Court; and conducted 
many grand jury investigations 
and prosecutions for the state. 

In 1933 and 1934 he was legal 

advisor to Governor Fitzgerald, 
then secretary of state, and was 
in charge of the legal department 
in the Detroit area. 

In 1935 he was appointed as- 
sistant attorney general by Harry 


S. Toy, attorney Benes and 
continued in that capacity under 
attorney general David H. Crow- 


ley, until his elevation to the 
bench. In January 1935 he was 
ed as attorney for the 
Michigan Public Utilities Com- 
mission during which time he 
had charge of the investigation of 


the rates of Michigan’s two 
largest utilities, namely, Con- 
sumers Power Company and 


Michigan Bell Telephone Com- 
pany. 

In addition to the above utility 
cases handled by him as assist- 
ant attorney general, he had 
charge of the following import- 
ant cases in the Supreme court 
of the United States: 

Michigan-Wiscmsin boundary 
dispute in the Supreme court of 
the United States, which was 
settled in favor of ‘Michigan in 
April of this year. 

The Ne-Bo-Shone fishing case, 
involving the right of the public 
to fish in the navigable waters of 
this state. Michigan’s victory 
was obtained in the U. S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in March 
of this year, 

Counsel for the state of Mich- 
igan in the case against the city 
of Chicago involving diversion of 
water from Lake Michigan; said 
case pending in the 
Supreme court. 

ounsel for the state of Mich- 
igan in the U. S. Supreme court 
in the case of Worden Grocer 
Company of Grand Rapids in- 
volving collection of corporation 
taxes; resulting in a decision in 
favor of Michigan.

3a Kiwatia peviee project represent- 
ing ten years of effort devoted 
to the planting of pine in Mich- 
igan’s north woods will be per- 
manently memoriaiized August 
2 at 2:30 p. m. with the dedication 
of the Kiwanis Forest Monument 
a half mile south of the Lum-

Coming on a Sunday, the dedi- 
cation ceremonies are expected to 
draw a large number of Kiwan- 
jians and visitors who are con- 


centrated in the forest area for 


the Fourth Annual Tawas Bay 
Water Carnival and Regatta. 


> Constructed of stone, each of 
which bears a plaque or insignia, 
supplied by the various state 
Kiwanis Clubs which have been 
instrumental in reforesting the 
10,000 acres, the memorial is 
located fourteen miles from the 
Huron Forest headquarters at 
East Tawas. To the north stands 
its neighbor, the Lumbermen’s 
Memorial, overlooking the broad 
waters of the AuSable River. IA 


The Kiwanis Forest was’de- 
signed to stimulate interest in 
reforestation and conservation.
